DECLARATION  OF  STATE  PUBLIC  POLICY 

The  following  statement  of  policy  constitutes  the  introductory  paragraph 
of  the  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Law. 


87-102.  As  a  guide  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  act,  the  public 
policy  of  this  state  is  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Economic  insecurity  due  to 
unemployment  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  Involuntary  unemployment  is  therefore  a  subject  of 
general  interest  and  concern  which  requires  appropriate  action  by  the  leg- 
islature to  prevent  its  spread  and  to  lighten  its  burden  which  now  so  often 
falls  with  crushing  force  upon  the  unemployed  worker  and  his  family.  The 
achievement  of  social  security  requires  protection  against  this  greatest  hazard 
of  our  economic  life.  This  can  be  provided  by  encouraging  employers  to  pro- 
vide more  stable  employment  and  by  the  systematic  accumulation  of  funds 
during  periods  of  employment  to  provide  benefits  for  periods  of  unemploy- 
ment, thus  maintaining  purchasing  power  and  limiting  the  serious  social  con- 
sequences of  poor  relief  assistance.  The  legislature,  therefore,  declares  that 
in  its  considered  judgment  the  public  good  and  the  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  this  state  require  the  enactment  of  this  measure  under  the  police 
powers  of  the  state  for  the  compulsory  setting  aside  of  unemployment  reserves 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  persons  unemployed  through  no  fault  of  their  own.

A  Dependable  Source  of  Workers  .  .  . 

The  Montana  State  Employment  Service  is  affili- 
ated with  the  United  States  Employment  Service  and 
is  connected  to  a  nationwide  network  of  more  than 
1,800  local  employment  offices. 

During  the  fiscal  year   1962  the  Montana   State 
Employment  Service: 
—Registered  50,836  new  jobseekers. 
— Placed  75,566  workers  on  jobs  in  industry  and  agri- 
culture. 
— Contacted  34,839  industrial  and  farm  employers  to 
develop  job  openings  and  provide  other  services. 

— Provided  counseling  and  job  guidance  to  18,765 
persons,  who  because  of  age,  physical  handicaps, 
or  other  factors,  needed  help  in  job  development 
or  adjustment. 

— Gave  aptitude  and  proficiency  tests  to  20,435  job 
applicants  to  determine  their  aptitudes  and  suit- 
ability for  various  types  of  work. 

— Received  45,661  job  orders  from  the  state's  indus- 
trial employers. 

—Took  54,237  initial  claims  for  unemployment  insur- 
ance. 

— Took  321,290  continued  or  weekly  claims. 

— Spearheaded  the  program  for  the  training  of  160 
unemployed  workers  under  the  Area  Redevelop- 
ment Program. 
The  Employment  Service  and  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Division  are  under  the  administration  of 
the  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Commis- 
sion. These  twin  programs  comprise  the  two  vital 
and  related  functions  of  the  Commission.  Their  pur- 
pose is  to  serve  all  employers  and  all  workers  im- 
partially and  efficiently  while  meeting  the  employ- 
ment needs  of  the  community  and  the  state. 

This  Is  How  It  Works  .  .  . 

Montana's  public  employment  service  and  un- 
employment insurance  programs  are  operated 
through  an  administrative,  office  in  Helena,  and 
twenty-two  full  time  local  offices  in  the  larger  cities 
of  the  state.  The  local  offices  are  the  contact  points 
for  workers  and  employers.  All  local  employment 
office  personnel  are  experienced  and  trained  in  em- 
ployment security  work. 

The  inventory  of  registered  workers  includes  all 
job  classifications:  professional  and  technical,  ad- 
ministrative, sales,  clerical,  service,  skilled,  semi- 
skilled, and  unskilled.  The  skills,  the  education,  the 
experience  and  the  abilities  of  workers  seeking  jobs 
are  all  recorded  on  individual  work  registration 
cards.  When  an  employer's  job  order  is  received, 
only  those  workers  who  meet  the  job  specifications 
are  referred  for  consideration.  The  selection  of  the 
applicant  to  fill  the  job  is  up  to  the  employer. 


If  specific  workers  are  not  available  locally,  the 
Montana  State  Employment  Service  can  seek  workers 
in  other  areas  of  Montana,  and  if  necessary,  in  other 
parts  of  the  country.  Recruitment  itineraries  can  be 
arranged  for  employers  in  other  states  to  interview 
applicants  if  shortage  occupations  exist  in  Montana. 

The  method  of  selecting  and  referring  workers 
used  by  the  Montana  State  Employment  Service  has 
been  developed  and  proven  over  a  period  of  twenty- 
five  years.  The  service  is  administered  by  profes- 
sional personnel.  Tests  are  given  to  inexperienced 
workers  to  determine  their  aptitudes  for  specific  jobs. 
Performance  tests  are  given  typists,  stenographers 
and  other  clerical  workers  before  they  are  referred 
to  an  employer's  job  opening. 

Labor  Market  Information  Available  .  .  . 

Up-to-date  labor  market  information  can  be  help- 
ful in  many  areas.  The  Montana  State  Employment 
Service  can  keep  you  informed  on  labor  supply  and 
demand  on  a  local,  state,  and  national  basis.  It  can 
provide  you  with  current  information  on: 

— What  kind  of  workers  are  available. 

— The  employment  outlook  in  your  community  and 
the  state. 

— The  prevailing  wages,  hours,  working  conditions, 
and  hiring  specifications  in  various  occupations 
or  industries. 

— The  training  available  in  your  community  for  dif- 
ferent occupations. 

Special  Applicant  Services  .  .  . 

The  problems  of  youth,  the  older  worker,  and  the 
handicapped  applicant  receive  the  attention  of  ex- 
perienced employment  counselors,  both  at  the  ad- 
ministrative office  and  the  local  office  level. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  problem  of  the 
high  school  drop-out  has  become  increasingly  more 
serious.  Unskilled  jobs  continue  their  long  term  de- 
cline while  the  number  of  young  people  entering 
the  labor  market  for  the  first  time  is  increasing.  The 
Employment  Service  maintains  an  active  youth  guid- 
ance program  to  encourage  young  people  to  con- 
tinue their  education,  and  to  develop  entry  jobs  for 
those  who  do  not.  In  cooperation  with  high  schools, 
counseling  and  testing  are  made  available  to  stu- 
dents, particularly  seniors  who  plan  to  enter  the 
labor  market  rather  than  go  on  to  college.  A  film, 
"When  I'm  Old  Enough — Goodbye,"  which  points  up 
the  seriousness  of  the  school  drop-out  problem  has 
been  shown  on  TV  stations,  and  by  PTA,  civic  clubs, 
and  other  interested  groups. 

Approximately  3,763  of  the  applications  received 
for  work  during  fiscal  1962  were  filed  by  persons 
handicapped  in  one  way  or  another.  Special  coun- 
seling assistance  was  given  to  1,435  of  these  appli- 
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cants,  and  3,581  were  placed  on  jobs.  Selective 
placement  methods  are  used  in  placing  these 
workers.  The  physical  capacities  of  the  individuals 
are  weighed  against  the  physical  demands  of  the 
job  in  evaluating  the  qualifications  of  the  applicants 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  work.  Referrals  are  made 
solely  on  the  worker's  ability  to  perform  the  required 
tasks. 


Veterans  Receive  Special  Attention  .  .  . 

All  veterans,  and  particularly  those  disabled,  are 
entitled  under  the  law  to  special  preference  in  re- 
ferral to  job  openings  for  which  they  are  qualified. 
Every  local  employment  office  has  a  veterans  em- 
ployment representative  who  has  the  prime  respon- 
sibility of  operating  a  specialized  counseling  and 
placement  service  for  veterans.  The  work  of  the 
local  office  veterans  representative  is  coordinated 
with  the  federal  Veterans  Employment  Service 
through  a  representative  stationed  in  the  administra- 
tive office  in  Helena.  During  fiscal  1962,  9,759  vet- 
erans made  new  applications  for  work,  3,103  re- 
ceived special  counseling  services,  and  17,420  were 
placed  on  jobs  by  the  Montana  State  Employment 
Service  offices.  Every  year  in  a  joint  venture  with  the 
American  Legion,  a  selected  state  employer  receives 
a  citation  for  employing  disabled  veterans. 


The  Teacher  Placement  Service  .  .  . 

Since  1948,  the  Montana  State  Employment  Serv- 
ice has  maintained  a  teacher  placement  division  in 
the  central  office.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  assistance 
to  school  hiring  officials  and  to  licensed  teachers 
seeking  positions  in  elementary  and  secondary 
schools.  Each  year  this  division  places  approximately 
700  professional  applicants  in  administrative  and 
teaching  positions.  The  use  of  teletype  in  the  referral 
and  placement  process  expedites  the  presentation  of 
a  teacher's  credentials  to  hiring  officials. 


The  Area  Redevelopment  Act  Program  .  .  . 

The  Area  Redevelopment  Act  became  law  on 
May  1,  1961,  and  the  first  training  program  in  Mon- 
tana got  underway  in  Butte  early  in  February,  1962. 
Training  programs  for  unemployed  workers  in  Kalis- 
pell  and  Anaconda  followed.  The  ARA  Act  is  de- 
signed to  help  areas  of  substantial  and  persistent 
unemployment  and  underemployment  take  effective 
steps  in  planning  and  financing  their  economic  re- 
development. The  assistance  includes  industrial  and 
commercial  loans,  public  facility  loans  and  grants, 
and  technical  help.  Federal  funds  are  provided  to 
finance  extensive  occupational  training  and  retrain- 
ing programs  and  for  subsistence  payments  to  those 
undergoing  training.  The  federal  government  uses 
the  unemployment  estimates  prepared  by  the  Com- 
mission as  a  basis  for  determining  those  localities  to 
be  designated  as  ARA  areas. 

After  a  locality  has  been  approved  for  ARA  par- 
ticipation, the  Commission,  through  its  Employment 


Service  Division,  is  responsible  for  surveying  the 
training  needs  of  the  area  with  respect  both  to  in- 
dividuals and  organizations.  The  local  employment 
office  manager  is  the  chairman  of  the  training  com- 
mittee. He  has  the  responsibility  for  recommending 
any  training  established  from  ARA  funds.  He  must 
also  certify  that  there  is  reasonable  assurance  of 
appropriate  job  opportunities  for  all  trainees  after 
completion  of  training.  After  training  classes  are  es- 
tablished, there  is  the  responsibility  for  testing  and 
selecting  the  trainees,  referring  them  to  training, 
making  the  subsistence  payments,  placing  them  fol- 
lowing completion  of  the  course,  and  follow-up  re- 
ports on  progress  after  job  placements  have  been 
accomplished. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  program  in  Montana, 
160  workers  have  completed  training  in  courses  for 
engineering  aides,  welders,  auto  mechanics,  lumber 
graders,  logging  equipment  mechanics,  nurses  aides, 
heavy  duty  mechanics,  sporting  goods  assemblers, 
and  stenographers.  Over  90  percent  of  the  trainees 
who  graduated  from  the  training  schools  have  been 
placed  in  jobs  relating  to  their  new  skills.  The  Mon- 
tana training  program  under  ARA  has  been  cited 
nationally  as  the  best  in  the  nation  in  1962,  not  only 
in  the  nature  and  the  character  of  the  training,  but 
also  in  the  success  of  job  placement  of  trainees. 

Farm  Placement  Service  •  .  . 

Agriculture  is  an  important  segment  of  the  Mon- 
tana economy.  The  Montana  State  Employment  Serv- 
ice assists  agricultural  employers  in  securing  labor 
to  plant,  harvest,  and  process  farm  crops  and  helps 
workers  find  suitable  employment  in  these  activities. 
During  the  fiscal  year  1962,  nearlv  35,000  farm 
workers  were  placed  on  jobs  throughout  the  state. 
This  year  a  pilot  project  which  employed  nearly 
1,000  high  school  youths  in  hoeing  and  thinning 
sugar  beets  proved  highly  successful.  It  not  only  cut 
down  on  the  need  for  the  importation  of  foreign 
workers,  but  also  provided  healthful,  outdoor  em- 
ployment for  Montana  teenagers  during  the  school 
vacation  period. 


It's  Time  For  A  Change  .  .  . 

More  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  when  the 
employment  security  program  was  created  under 
the  Wagner-Peyser  Act,  all  state  agencies  which  ad- 
ministered the  program  bore  such  negative  conno- 
tations as  "Bureau  of  Unemployment  Compensation," 
or  "Unemployment  Compensation  Commission."  To- 
day, only  two  states — Montana  and  Ohio — still  cling 
to  these  dusty  labels  of  the  past.  Montana  wants  to 
do  something  about  it.  The  Commission  feels  that 
"Montana  Employment  Security  Commission"  would 
be  more  appropriate  and  descriptive  of  its  purposes 
and  functions.  The  State  Advisory  Council  to  the 
Commission  is  in  accord  with  this  thinking.  The  de- 
sire for  the  change  is  not  a  psychological  attempt  to 
distract  attention  from  the  large  sums  of  money  Daid 
annually  to  unemployed  workers.  Rather,  it  reflects 


the  fact  that  over  the  years,  the  employment  service 
aspects  of  the  Commission's  work  have  forged  ahead 
and  are  of  prime  importance  in  helping  to  maintain 
a  healthier  economic  picture.  Simple  logic  supports 
such  action,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will 
look  favorably  upon  the  idea  of  changing  the  name 
of  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  to 
accentuate  the  positive  aspects  of  its  programs. 


Unemployment  Insurance  Programs  .  .  . 

The  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Law, 
enacted  March  16,  1937,  and  amended  since  that 
time,  provides  mainly  for  employer  contributions 
and  the  payment  of  benefits  to  eligible  unemploy- 
ment workers.  The  Commission  administers  not  only 
the  unemployment  insurance  program  provided  by 
the  UCC  law,  but  also  federal  programs  for  un- 
employed ex-servicemen  and  civilian  federal  govern- 
ment employees.  Subsistence  payments  to  trainee 
enrollees  under  the  Area  Redevelopment  Act  also 
became  the  responsibility  of  the  Commission  during 
fiscal  1962.  Benefit  payments  to  unemployed  ex- 
servicemen  and  federal  civilian  employees,  and  sub- 
sistence payments  to  ARA  trainees  are  paid  entirely 
from  federal  funds,  and  not  from  the  Montana  UCC 
Trust  Fund. 


All  Claims  Down  from  Fiscal  1961  .  .  . 

Two  factors  were  largely  responsible  for  a  sub- 
stantial drop  in  the  number  of  unemployment  claims 
during  fiscal  1962.  First,  the  Montana  economy  was 
healthier  and  there  were  more  jobs.  Employment 
pushed  toward  near  record  levels.  Secondly,  the 
1961  amendments  to  the  UCC  law  eliminated  from 
eligibility  for  benefits  those  workers  with  only  a 
casual  attachment  to  the  labor  market. 

Initial  claims  under  the  Montana  program  dropped 
from  34,370  in  fiscal  1961  to  29,840  in  fiscal  1962. 
During  the  same  period  continued  claims  filed 
weekly  declined  from  452,727  to  317,307.  The  number 
who  received  their  first  benefit  check  dropped  from 
29,103  in  1961  to  18,814  in  1962.  A  total  of  8,131  un- 
employed workers  received  the  maximum  of  checks 
during  1962  against  9,417  in  1961.  During  1962,  there 
were  nearly  24,000  fewer  claims  filed  by  workers 
residing  out  of  the  State  of  Montana  but  whose  wage 
credits  were  earned  here  entitling  them  to  file  claims 
against  Montana.  There  were  13,211  fewer  claims 
under  the  two  federal  unemployment  insurance  pro- 
grams in  1962. 


UCC  Trust  Fund  .  .  . 

After  payment  of  $8,080,779  in  unemployment 
insurance  benefits  during  fiscal  1962,  a  balance  of 
$20,680,725  remained  in  the  UCC  trust  fund  on  June 
30,  1962.  Employer  contributions  to  the  fund  during 
fiscal  1962  totaled  $6,358,958.  Total  employer  con- 
tributions from  1936  through  fiscal  1962  amount  to 
$100,497,162,  while  unemployment  insurance  pay- 
ments during  the  same  period  total  $94,546,663. 

Employer  Tax  Rates  At  1.5%  Average  .  .  . 

Employers  subject  to  the  UCC  law  got  some  tax 
relief  during  the  fiscal  year  1962.  All  subject  em- 
ployers paid  the  maximum  tax  rate  of  2.7  percent 
from  April  1,  1960  to  July  1,  1961.  During  the  fiscal 
year  1962  employer  accounts  were  so  arrayed  to 
yield  an  average  1.5  percent  of  taxable  payrolls 
with  employers  paying  tax  rates  ranging  from  .5  of 
one  percent  to  2.7  percent  according  to  each  em- 
ployer's employment  record  under  experience  rating 
sections  of  the  law.  The  1.5  percent  average  tax  yield 
rate  will  hold  as  long  as  the  UCC  fund  remains 
above  $20  million,  or  until  it  is  changed  by  legislative 
action. 

Fraud  Control  .  •  . 

While  the  incidence  of  overpayment  and  fraud  is 
extremely  low  compared  to  the  volume  of  unemploy- 
ment insurance  claims  and  payments,  the  Commis- 
sion maintains  an  active  fraud  prevention  and  con- 
trol program.  Special  investigations  are  made  and 
post  audits  are  run  by  matching  claims  filed  against 
employer  payrolls.  During  1961  prosecution  was 
recommended  to  county  attorneys  throughout  the 
state  in  305  cases  which  resulted  in  123  convictions. 

Covered  Wages  Total  Over 
One-Half  Billion  Dollars  •  .  . 

Employers  covered  under  the  Montana  Unemploy- 
ment Compensation  Law  paid  $503,416,870.00  in 
wages  during  fiscal  1962.  This  was  $165.1  million 
more  than  was  paid  in  wages  during  fiscal  1952. 
Each  of  the  past  ten  fiscal  years  has  shown  higher 
wage  totals  than  the  preceding  fiscal  year  with  the 
exception  of  1958.  Yellowstone  County  employers 
paid  the  most  in  covered  wages,  $70,726,065,  fol- 
lowed by  Cascade  County,  $63,402,107,  and  Silver 
Bow  County,  $49,966,465.  Statewide,  there  was  an 
average  of  16,078  employers  subject  to  the  UCC  law 
who  paid  wages  to  an  average  of  110,245  covered 
workers.
